HYANNIS PORT, Mass. (AP) 
— Former Ambassador Joseph 
P. Kennedy. 78, has returned to 
his Cape Cod home after a stay 
at New England Baptist Hospi­ 
tal. 


He entered the hospital Dec. 5 
for removal of skin lesions from 
his chest by his physician. Dr. 
Russell L. Boles, and later was 
treated for a circulatory condi­ 
tion. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Dem 
ocratic governors want Presi-1 
dent Johnson to let them help 
make the decisions on how to i 
run the 1968 presidential cam­ 
paign. 


This was the nearly unani­ 
mous verdict of about a 5core of 
state executives who heaped 
their political woes on the ab­ 
sent President's shoulders at 
the National Governors' Confer­ 
ence in White Sulphur Springs, 
W.Va., last week. 


Privately, the governors com­ 
plained to each other that politi­ 
cally Johnson is a one-man band 
who doesn’t even invite them to 
sing in the background chorus. 


There is likely to be some 
; oointed conversation about reor­ 
ganization of the Democratic 
National 
Committee 
at 
a 
projected post-Christmas meet­ 
ing between the President and a 
delegation headed by Gov. Har­ 
old E. Hughes of Iowa. 


Before 
the conference ad- 
;ourned Saturday, some Demo­ 
cratic governors had softened 
their original blasts that the 
President was traveling the 
'‘Great Society” road too fast in 
a period when Vietnam war 
spending is skyrocketing. But 
nearly all said that if Johnson 
hopes to win in 1968 he is going 
to have to reorganize the party 
machinery. 


The President’s friend, Gov. 
John B. Cennally of Texas, said 
in an interview the 25 Demo­ 
cratic governors will have to 
form the base of this campaign 
organization. 


If Johnson seeks a second 
term, most Democratic gover­ 
nors 
expect 
Michigan Gov. 
George Romney to -be his oppo­ 
nent. They generally look upon 
Romney as a much more dan­ 
gerous foe than former Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon or 
any other potential GOP nomi­ 
nee.

NEW YORK <AP> — Spokes­ 
men for two publishers involved 
in the diapute with the Kennedy 
family over publication of the 
book. “The Death of a Presi­ 
dent," disclosed today that ef­ 
forts are being made to settle 
the matter out of court.

statement 
by William Man­ 
chester, author of the book, 
denying that he had broken 
faith with Mrs. John F. Kenne­ 
dy or that he had taken advan­ 
tage of her confidence in him. 
The book is about the assassina­ 
tion of President Kennedy. 


'There are continuing efforts 
to patch things up,” said a 
spokesman for Haider it Row, 
Publishers Inc.. which plans to 
bring out the 300,000-*ord hard­ 
cover book in April. 


“Every effort will be made to 
work things out,” the spokes­ 
man said. “There are always 
the author’s rights and her 
rights.” 


Asked if the aim might be to 
reach some understanding on 
the separation of deeply person­ 
al matter, which Mrs. Kennedy 
seeks to keep out of the book, 
from what is considered history, 
the spokesman replied: ”1 think 
that is pretty accurate.’* 


A spokesman for Look maga­ 
zine, which plans a four-part. 
80.000 word serialization of the 
book atarting with the Jan. 10 
issue, said:

The 
pi'esent prospect is that the state balance will show a 
suiplus of $56 million for the year ending in June. 1967. 
But this surplus would have been about $70 million ex­ 
cept for Medicaid ; it has opened the gate to a huge new 
avenue of spending to take care of people’s medical bills 
that they can’t pay themselves.
